DE OMNIBUS REBUS. 

It is wonderful what a deal of valuable 
time and money is spent upon objects which 
are totally worthless. Go where you will, 
throughout New Zealand, and you will hear 
the universal complaint of “ dull times, and 
scarcity of money.” Yet, by some mysterious 
process, people do find cash to squander 
upon tilings which are not only unnecessary,' 
but (fraich are positively hurtful, morally 
and pwvsically. The evil exists in Cromwell, 
Clyd^T'q.'ieenstown ; and is observable in 
every cNitre of population. A Ballarat paper 
recently made the following truthful re- 
marks on the subject : — 

•‘It is pretty generally known that despite 
the d illness of the times the city of Ballarat can 
support about a score or so of gambling houses, 
and Ballarat East also a very fair share of these 
‘hells,’ It ia understood that of these city 
gambling licensed houses some sir are reputed 
first-claBs hotels ; added to this we may mention 
that among the gamblers are young gentlemen 
holding positions involving trust and responsi- 
bility, and that the subject has lately been given 
some amount of consideration, the result of 
which is a determination on the part of the 
powers that be to take— in the event of other 
steps failing- such action as will acquaint the 
cnmimmity at large with the names and posi- 
tions of men who nightly waste energy and 
respectability, to say nothing of money not all 
their owfl. in some cabos, over the green doth of 
the accursed gambling hells. Hotel-keepers may 
lose little by the exposure, but office gentlemen 
will lose all — their situations.” 

I am glad to observe that Mr J. Hazlett 
has again been elected Mayor of Clyde. He 
is a first-rate business man ; and his private 
and social character ia such as to command 
the respect of all. A worthy Mayor cannot, 
however, save Clyde from its inevitable de- 
cadence. It may be said with truth of that 
moribund township that 

“The light of other days has faded.” 

One by one its earlier inhabitants are de- 
parting,— verifying the old adage about rats 
leaving a sinking ship. A new version of 
“The Deserted Village” will soon be re- 
quired, which may appropriately be printed 
at the Dunxtan Times office.

What 
a grand achievement 1 The Ancient World 1 
bad its Seven Wonders, and was content, i 
Tiie Moderns are not content with less than 
seven thousand, — this one of universal Elec- 
tric Telegraphy being, perhaps, the greatest 
of all. The Australasian speaks thus : — 

“ i )ns nf the greatest benefits which we antici- 
pate will arise from this intimate union with the 
mother country, will be the breaking down of 
that feeling of provincial ism which manifests 
itself in all outlying and isolated communities. 
The small men. small in'erests, small strife, and 
small ideas which obtain exaggerated propor- 
tions in a colntiv, simply because they are 
measured by a local standard of magnitude anil 
importance, will shrink back into their natural 
and proper dimensions. We shall feel a daily 
interest in the larger concerns of larger com- 
munities, governed by greater men ; and as iu 
New York the debates in the British Parlia- 
ment seem to excite quite as much attention 
and discussion as the proceedings of Congress, 
so we do not doubt that a similar condition of 
public feeling will arise here. The Imperial 
sentiment will gain iu strength, the provincial 
sentiment will undergo a correspond ing decline. 
There will be a more acute perception and a 
more abiding consciousness of the fact that wo 
are citizens of a great empire, from which we 
have been hitherto to some extent, severed, but 
■ with which we shall henceforth be as cloaely ns- 
undated ns is the remotest portion of the ner- 
vous system of each of us with the braiu and 
spinal cord.” 

I am glad to observe that the Daiht Times 
has given Mr J. U. Brown and his followers . 
a severe castigation for their “shameful, 
job 1 in the matter of the honorarium to be | 
paid in future to members of the Provincial 
Council. I am not an admirer of the Tim»s, 
as at present conducted ; but enjoyed the 
leading article on the 14th inst. immensely.

Certainly, a few of the higher civil 
service employes have suffered ; but in 
these instances the reductions have not 
been made in the proportion that justice 
would dictate ; while many who are re- 
ceiving really outrageously large salaries 
for the work they are supposed to perform, 
have been loft unmolested.
